Sir, 

I have the honour to submit the following Half-yearly 
Beport on the Banking, Railway, and Shipping Statistics 
of Ireland. It is composed of Tables and remarks rela- 
tive to Banking and to the amount of the Government 
Bunds, India Stocks, Guaranteed Land Stock, and War 
Stock upon which dividends are payable at the Bank of 
Ireland, together with information concerning the 
weekly traffic receipts of the Irish Railways during the 
half-year ended 30th June, 1903 ; a series of Tables 
prepared by the Board of Trade showing the financial 
position, traffic, &c.,of Irish Railways in the year 1902 , 
and Tables showing the tonnage of Vessels entered and 
cleared at each of the Irish Ports during the year 1902. 

The information comprised in the first series of Tables 
consists of the total of the deposits and cash balances in 
the Joint Stock Banks of Ireland on the 3 0th of June, 1903, 
and on the corresponding date in each preceding year 
since the year 1883 inclusive, compiled from confidential 
returns furnished by the authorities of the various Banks 
with their usual courtesy ; the estimated balances of 
deposits in the Post Office and Trustees Savings Banks 
in Ireland on 30th June in certain years since 1833 ; the 
number of accounts remaining open in Post Office and 
Trustees Savings Banks in Ireland on 31st December of 
each year of the period 1885-1901 ; the estimated balance 
of deposits remaining in Post Office and Trustees Savings' 
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Banks in Ireland on the 30th of June of each year since 
the year 1883 inclusive, derived from official sources ; 
too-ether with the total amount on 30th June (in each 
year since 1883) of Government Funds, India Stocks, 
Guaranteed Land Stock (since 1892), and War Stock 
(created in 1900) on which dividends are payable at the 
Bank of Ireland, with the amount of each description 
of Stock on 30th June, 1903, kindly supplied by the 
Governor of the Bank ; and the average Bank note 
circulation of the six Banks of issue in Ireland in the 
month of June since 1893, compiled from the Dublin 
Gazette. Tables are also inserted affording halt-yearly 
comparisons for the ten years 1893-1902 and the first half 
of this year under each of the heads referred to above. 

The Table comprising the returns of the weekly traffic 
receipts of the Irish Railways has been compiled from 
data for which I am indebted to the authorities, of the 
various Railway Companies; and those showing the 
Financial Position, Traffic and Working Expenditure m 
1902 of each Railway in Ireland, including Light Rail- 
ways, have been taken from those compiled by the Board 
of Trade from information supplied by the Railway 
Companies pursuant to the requirements of the Regula- 
tion of Railways Act, 1871. 

Returns with reference to the tonnage of Ships 
entered, and cleared at Irish Ports have been kindly 
furnished by the Board of Customs, and were specially 
prepared for the purposes of this Report by the Statistical 
Department of that Board. 

1. Deposits and Cash Balances in Joint Stock Banks. 

The deposits and cash balances in J omt Stock Banks 
in the middle of the year, which, comparing June with 
June-, had, with the exception of a slight decrease m 
June, 1897, gradually increased from £29,223,000 in 
June, 1886, to £41,945,000 in the middle of 1902, 
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amounted on the 30th Jane last to £43,255,000,* beinc 
the highest amount (for June) of which there is record, 
and £1,310,000 in excess of that for June, 1902.

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Table I. (a), made out by half-years, shows the fluctua- 
tions which have taken place half-yearly during the past 
ten years. The amount of Deposits and Cash Balances 
on the 30th June last is £3,782,000 over the average for 
the previous twenty half-years, and in one only of those 
periods (December, 1900), was it exceeded. It will be 
observed that during the past ten years, with the excep- 
tion of 1899, the amount for June was under that for the 
preceding December, and that this year the amount for 
June is £1,195,000 below that for December last. This 
is, next to the exceptionally large decrease for June, 
1901, the greatest decrease in the period covered by the 
Table.

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2. Savings Banks. 

The balances of deposits in Savings Banks consist 
of two groups— those in the Post Office Savings Banks, 
which are set out in Table II. and Table II. (a), and 
those in Trustees Savings Banks, shown in Table III. 
and Table III. (a). 

At the end of J une of this year, the estimated amount 
in the Post Office Savings Banks in Ireland stood at 
£ 9 , 363 , 000 , as compared with £ 8 , 709,000 for the corre- 
sponding period of 1902 , showing an increase of £ 654 , 000 .

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Table II. (a) shows by half-years, for the past ten 
years, the estimated balances in the Post Office Savings 
Banks. It will be observed that the estimated balance 
(£9,363,000) on the 30th June last shows an increase 
of .£320,000 when compared with the estimated amount 
(£9,043,000) at the close of the year 1902.

From Table Y. it is seen that in June of this year 
the amount of Government Funds, India Stocks, 
Guaranteed Land Stock and War Stock on which divi- 
dends are payable at the Bank of Ireland was £34,958,000, 
being an increase of £2,055,000 as compared with the 
amount for June, 1902, and of £10,742,000 when 
compared with that for June, 1897, the lowest amount for 
June in any of the previous twenty years included in the 
Table. The increase (£2,055,000) for June, 1903, is, 
however, £453,000 less than that (£2,508,000) recorded 
for June, 1902. 

With reference to the increase this year, it is to 
be noted that Guaranteed Land Stock amounts to 
£12,976,0001 against £11,588,000 in June, 1902, that 
War Stock which was created in 1900 stands at £346,000, 
as compared with £287,000 in June, 1902, and that 
Local Loans have increased from £851,000 in June, 1902, 
to £1,540,000 in June, 1903.

That in June, 1903, as compared with the 
corresponding period in 1902, there was an 
increase of £1,310,000 in the Deposits and Cash 
Balances in the Irish Joint Stock Banks, and 
the amount of such Deposits and Cash Balances 
was the highest yet recorded. 

2nd. That there was a decrease of £1,195,000 in

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Stock Banks in June, 1903, as compared with 
December, 1902. 

3rd. That there was an increase of £729,000 in 
the Deposits in Savings Banks in Ireland in 
June, 1903, as compared with June, 1902. 

4th. That there was au increase of £360,000 in the ■ 
Deposits in Savings Banks in June, 1903, as 
compared with December, 1902. 

5th. That in June. 1903, as compared with the 
same period of 1902, there was an increase of 
£2,055,000 in the amount of Government Funds, ; 
India Stocks, Guaranteed Land Stock, and War 
Stock, on which dividends are payable at the 
Bank of Ireland, and that this increase follows , 
an increase of £2,508,000 in June of last year, 
as compared with June, 1901. 

6th. That in June, 1902, there was an increase of 
£1,608,000 in the amount of Government Funds, 
India Stocks, Guaranteed Land Stock, and War 
Stock, on which dividends are payable at the 
Bank of Ireland, as compared with the amount 
in December, 1902. 

7th. That in June, 1903, there was an increase of 
£600,000 in the amount of Bank Note circu- 
lation, as compared with the corresponding 
period of 1902. 

8th. That there was a diminution of Bank Note 
circulation to the amount of £467,000 in June, 
1903, as compared with December of the 
previous year. 

5. Railivay Statistics. 

Table VII. gives the receipts of Irish .Railways, week 
by week, for the first half of the year 1903, compared 
with those for 1902. 

A. review of the weekty traffic returns shows that in 
two of the twenty-six weeks the receipts for 1903 fell 
below the amounts for the corresponding weeks of the : 
year 1902, while in twenty-four weeks thereceipts exceeded 
those iu the corresponding weeks of that year, the net 
result being that the total receiptsfor the twenty-six weeks 
(which are in excess of those for the first half of any 
previous year) show an increase of £73,851, or 4'2 per 
cent., as compared with the first six months of last year.

It appears from the following Table, XIV., that the 
yearly average tonnage of vessels in foreign trade* which 
Were entered in the Ports of Ireland during the ten years 
1892-1901 was 1,111,326; the highest tonnage was 
1,236,721 in 1897, and the lowest 988,717, in 1893 ; in 
1902 the tonnage entered was 1,312,711, being 123,144 
over the tonnage for 1901, and 20 1 ,385, or I 8'1 per cent, 
above the average for the ten years 1892-1901. The 
■ average tonnage of vessels in the coasting trade entered 
in the Ports of Ireland during the decade 1892-1901, 
was 5,612,910; the tonnage entered in 1902 was 5,584,523, 
being 111,716 above that for the year 1901, but 28,387, 
or 0’5 per cent., less than the yearly average for the 
ten years 1892-1901. 

The average tonnage of vessels in the foreign trade* 
cleared^ during the ten years 1892-1901 was 468,268 ; 
the tonnage cleared! in 1902 was 428,772, being 39,496, 
or 8'4 per cent., under the average, and 35,367 under the 
tonnage for 1901. The average tonnage of vessels in 
the coasting trade cleared during the ten years 1892-1901 
was 4,344,477 ; in 1902 the tonnage was 4,386,030, being 
41,553, or l p 0 per cent, greater than the average for the 
decade 1892-1901, and 87,877 over the tonnage for 
1901.
